LONDON GOSSIP. - 


A BEE-DRIVING EXHIBITION, 
thy ae ( Pioneer.) 

Ono of tho most-ourious exhibitions I have 
witnessed for a long time was the bee-driv- 
ing competition of the British Bee-keepers’ 
Association on“Tuesday at the Hortioultural 
Society’s grounds in South Keysington. 
Prizes were given for speed and neatness in 
various processes in the manipulation of 
bees; but the chief competition was in what 
is called ‘‘beo-driving.” This is really 
nothing olse than tho transferring bees from 
one hive to another, . The exhibition. took’ 
place in a large. tent in the garden. There 
was 2-platform with tables, on whigh were 
perhaps fitty or aed hives at one end of 
the tent. ‘This platform was appropriated 
to the .beea- and .their keepers, and was 
fenced off from the body of ‘the tent, where 
the spectators were collested, by: a screen of 


| fine net. ‘There were about thirty operators, 


each with & full hive and an empty one be- 
fore him, on -the platform, besidea the, re- 
ferees. . What took place was -this: the 
beo-keepers tilted out the hees from. the 
fullhive in aclump on the table just in 
front of the empty hive, into ‘whio! they 
were to be driven through several sm 

holes hardly large enough to admit more 
than one bea ata-time. Taking a-beo firm- 
ly bat quictly by the winga the operator 
puts its nose into “one of the holes when 
1t promptly crawls in;. then he pushes 
another bee olose after it. With wonderful 
quickness he does the same at the other 
holes, until.o stream of bees is entering the 
previously empty-hive at each of ite aper- 
tures, These streams however at firat flow 
very slowly, and it would be an endless 
business if the operator had toseize and push 
in every individual bee. Besides by this 
time the air within the net-soreen is thick 
with bees. The stragglers and outsiders 
from each hive flutter about indisoriminate- 
ly; settling in dozens upon the heads, hands, 
and olothes of the mazipulators, who, how- 
ever, pay not tho least attention to them. 
With @ long and-rather stiff feather .they 
first of all smoothe and stroke the -mase of 
bees fist on the table, just asa cook might 
roll and flatten out a lump-of dough. Then, 
with the same feather,they divide the sheet 
of bees into as many lines, or columns, 08 
there are entrances to the hive, very much 


as the police might separate the crowd at | ; 


the several doors of a theatre, forcing them

CHINESE BANK NOTES, 
nie (China Review.) 

The use_of paper money in the empire of 
the great Khan 3s constantly alluded to by 
iiedisval travellers in Tartary and China. 
The earliest to mention it is Guillaume do 
Rubrousk, who was sont by Saint Louis of 
France to the court of the Mongol Mangu 
Khan in 1262, “La monnaie ordinaire 
Cathay est une carte de cuton de la largeur 
et de la longuenr d’ung paume, et ‘aur 
Jaquelle on imprima des lignes semblables 4 
eelies. du sceau de Mangou-Khan,” Much 
fuller information is given by Marco Polo, 
who-devotes a chapter to the subject “ How 
the Great Kaan causeth ‘the bark of trees 
made into'something like paper, to pass for 
money over all his country” (Col. Yule’s 
Maroo Polo, ch. xxiv). Sir John Mandeville 
who was in Tartery in 1322 writes: '* This 
Emperour mey dispenden als moche ag ho 
wile, withouten estymacioun, For he des- 

endeths not, ne makethe no ‘money, but of 
ether emprented, or of papyre, And of 
that money,:is som of gretter‘prys, and som 
of lasse prys, attre the dyversitee of his 
statutes. And whan that money hathe 
ronine 80 longe that it begynnethe to waste, 
than men beren it tothe Emperoure’s Tre- 
sorye; aud than thei maken newe money for 
the olde, And that-money gothe thorghe 
out alle the contree, and thorghe alle his 
provynoes, For there and beyonde hem, 
thei make no money nouther of. gold nor of 
sylver. And therefore he’ may déspende 
ynow, end outrageously,” 

These accounts excited much interest in 
Europe, and at present hardly a work on 
currency or- banking is published without 
some information on the money: and paper 
currency of the Chinese: og; Mr. Jevons, in 
Money and the Mechanism of Exchange; 
Mr. Macleod, in Theory and Practice of 
Banking and in the Dictionary of Political 
Eoonomy, The latter adds: ‘We havo 
given this account of Chinese paper monay 
because we_are not aware that any ac- 
count of it has ever been published in 
English; and: it may probably be new 
to our, readers to learn that: all the phe- 
nomena “which haye been displayed ‘in 
Europe ond Ameria by-tho issue of papor 
money were exhibited in China many ‘cen- 
turies ago.
